He returned in 1939 for the 
New York World's Fair, where he 
played the first world performance 
of the Arthur Bliss Piano Con- 
certo, at the request of the com- 
poser, who travelled from England 
to hear it. 

Solomon was awarded the Order' 
of Commander of the British Empire 
duruig World War II for his many 
charity concerts, and for his enter-

At times he performed within a 
mile of the firing Hue in France and 
Germany. Besides his work with the 
Forces, he continued his career and 
was an air raid warden in his home 
district.

The job ol ilei idint: just where to make the ent will he 
no eas\ problem. 

The following an- a lew things we think SC A members should 
take into consideration hefnte they decide definitely were to make 
the needed ent. 

1. The Kentnikian. whuh has been recoivinn SVK) of the 
budget, has already ripK ! i ontraets in expectation of that amount. 
Am reduction in the keutnckian would have to l>e made in the 
pages not paid for by organizations, the junior and senior picture 
paaes. and the photographing for these pages has already started. 

2. The House President s Conned, which is to receive a total 
of $450. proposes to spend approximately $200 of this amount for 
a vocational conference. This conference was not held last year 
because of scheduling difficulties although money for it was in- 
cluded in that year's appropriation. Whether or not this money 
lias Ix^eii sj>ent or remains to be used (or this year's conference 
we do not know. 

However, we think that il the Kentuckian and the K-Hook 
must show reason win tho\ should receixe their appropriations 
the House Presidents Council should show that this \ ear's con- 
ference will be an improveine it ox er those of the past, which have 
attracted little or no student interest. 

Vocational guidance is ol course needed, but a councilor who 
would consider individual student problems seems the answer 
rather than a conference whic h in the past had to l>e made com- 
pulsory before a respectable attt ndence c ould In- obtained. 

3. SGAs secretary, who receives an annual SI 750 salary, is 
responsible mainly lor takinii care of parking violations at the 
University. She also does typing and mimiographing for the 
organization. Since the students luxe only about 150 parkinc 
spaces, such an expenditure seems a little high. It is very doubt- 
ful that her work is of such a technical nature that it could not 
be handled by several University students working part-time shifts. 
At prex-ailing student wanes this should result in a $600 or S700 
saving. 

4. The 8300 set aside as I special fund for defraying the loss 
of the recently sponsored student dance could very possibly l>e 
eliminated if the succeeding dances which have lx?en planned 
were managed so as to r< alize a small profit. This should not be 
too difficult, since it is unlikely that SGA will have to go to any- 
great expense such as hiring two name bands for any of the re- 
maining dances, noxv that the idea of all-campus dances has been
